Italian invasion of Greece, it is probable

TREASURY'S DECISION

been helped by the Treasury’s decision to 
requisition approximately 60 Canadian bonds 
and shares because of the prospect that some 
of- the sterling distributed to the British 
holders would be reinvested in the Funds. 
However, both the favourable factors men- 
tioned have been offset by the news of the 
invasion of Greece, and markets have become 
much quieter than they were last week, the 
general disposition being to await develop- 
ments in the Near East. 

Quotations have been well maintained, as 
there has been only a trifling decline in the 
Funds and slight®.losses in a few of the 
leading Industrials. 

Greek Bonds have become an even more 
nominal market than they were before Italy's 
action as the issues quoted in London already 
stood at a very low figure. 


GRAND TRUNK SURPRISE 


Although for the moment stock markets 
are overshadowed by the important events in 
the Near East, considerable interest was taken 
in the vesting orders announced over the 
week-end in connection with requisitioning of 
the third group of dollar securities. The 
first two operations were concerned with 
United States stocks; the present one relates 
only -to Canadian securities. 

uch a move was not unexpected, because 
the issues, with one important exception, had

Days of Doubt 


The mystery that invests France’s 
relations with Germany grows deeper as 
the hours pass. We print this morning a 
statement which has been issued to the 
world through the French Legation in 
Dublin, and, in almost exactly similar 
terms, through the Embassy in Washington. 
It denies ‘‘categorically, as being without 
any foundation,’’ all rumours concerning 
‘peace preliminaries, territorial conces- 
sions, the placing of strategical bases at 
the disposal of Italy or Germany—in fact, 
any reduction of French sovereignty over 
any part of France or her colonies.’’ So 
downright a statement leaves little to the 
imagination. It would seem to dispose, at 
one swoop, of the earth-wide complex of 
speculation which has filled columns of the 
newspapers for several days past. Yet it 
leaves the essential question unanswered : 
What is the meaning of all these comings 
and goings between the leaders of France 
and the leaders of Germany? Herr Hitler 
does not visit Marshal Pétain for nothing; 
M. Laval is not likely to pay two calls 
upon the Fihrer within as many days 
unless something of real importance is due 
to occur. It was suggested towards the 
end of last week that France might be 
preparing to join the Axis Powers in war 
upon Great Britain: The suggestion is 
almost incredible; but there has been no 
direct denial of the possibility by the French 
Government, and it is not excluded by this 
morning’s statement. A more popular 
rumour was that Marshal Pétain and Herr 
Hitler were working out the terms of peace 
between their two countries. France was 
vanquished last June and capitulated un- 
conditionally, so that—to all intents and 
purposes—any terms which the victorious 
Axis may choose to impose upon her 
must be accepted. The hint was that 
France could make those terms lighter if 
she wished. By consenting to assist the 
Axis against Great Britain—not neces- 
sarily to take an active part in the war— 
she might be allowed to retain a sub- 
stantial part of her possessions and power. 
She would have to forfeit Alsace and 
Lorraine to Germany ; Tunis, a large part 
of Algeria, and the Alpes-Maritimes to 
Italy ; Morocco to Spain, and ‘Indo-China 
to Japan: In addition, she would have to 
tolerate a triple mandate over the rest of 
her colonies, to place air and naval] bases 
at the disposal of the Axis, and to hand 
over her fleet. It is hard to conceive how 
any terms could be much more severe ; yet, 
according to very strong rumour, they were 
the best that France could expect, and they 
would be conceded only on condition that 
she should display her good-will to the 
Axis by every means. . i 

This morning’s rumours—a fresh crop— 


would seem to imply that the French had 


from Zurich suggests: that, whereas they 
might be prepared to meet the German 
demands, they were unwilling to make 
heavy concessions to Italy; and it is 
hinted that Herr Hitler has prevailed 
upon Signor Mussolini to be more 
moderate. Amid all this spate of speculs- 
tion, however, one question thrusts itself 
forward. Why is everything happening 
at this particular time? If nothing more 
is afoot than the conclusion of a formal 
peace between France and.the Axis, why 
does it occur at the very time when Greece 
is being invaded by Albania? It is hard 
to resist the thought—and the statement 
from Dublin and Washington does not 
make it any easier—that a formidable 
movement is being prepared against Great 
Britain, and that France’s support is 
necessary to the movement’s success. Before 
ever the statement appeared, we dismissed 
the report that the Axis Powers were em- 
ploying Marshal Pétain as an intermediary 
for peace. Neither side in this war has yet 
exhausted so many of its resources that it 
is under any necessity to seek peace. The 
chance of a fresh offensive by the Axis is 
far stronger. Great Britain has shown an 
unexpected power of resistance to the 
German Blitzkrieg, and, as winter 
approaches, the prospect of a successful 
invasion recedes. How much more likely 
is it that the war will be concentrated in 
a new quarter—the Mediterranean. 
Marshal Graziani has a huge army mark- 
ing time across the Egyptian border. 
Italian troops have crossed the frontiers 
of Greece, and there is every likelihood— 
as a glance at the map will show—that 
the fiercest naval engagements of the war 
will take place in Greek waters before 
long. If the Axis Powers could gain 
command of Gibraltar, their grip upon the 
Mediterranean would become really 
dangerous to Great Britain—and somehow 
or other France comes into the picture. 
The Dublin statement is interesting not 
so much for what it says as for what it 
does not say. It does not eliminate the 
possibility, for example, that France may 
permit German troops to journey through 
her ‘‘ occupied ” territory into Spain. Per- 
haps, there is another, and far simpler, 
solution of the entire brouhaha; yet we 
repeat that the coincidence of all these 
interviews—between Herr Hitler and 
Signor Mussolini, the French leaders and 
General Franco—with the invasion of 
Greece is, to say the least of it, curious. 
When the heads of European States. take 
the trouble to pay. personal visits, some-

The Lesson: Again 


2 Some years ago, when the parking of 
motor cars in the Dublin streets had begun 
to constitute a serious obstruction to traffic, 
this newspaper suggested as a solution the 
building of underground ‘‘halls’’ in and 
around the centre of the city. There was 
not the space conveniently available on the 
surface for a car-park of any useful size, 
unless at the sacrifice of one of the city’s 
few ‘‘green spaces,’’ which, in any case, 
were usually too far away. The chief 
merit of the underground idea was that 
the prospective car-parks could be situated 
in the very heart of the city, and the 
article made the comment that, if war 
ever should come again to Europe and if 
Ireland should be involved in it, these 
underground caverns would 
admirable purpose in providing shelter for 
the citizens in time of air raids. Even 
then it had become fairly ‘obvious that in 
the wars of the future the bombing aero- 
plane would play a major part. Few 
people in those days, however, had any 
thoughts of war, much less of air raids 
over Dublin, Yet war has come again, and 
three-quarters of Europe has experienced 
the terror and destruction of the bombs 
from belligerent aircraft. Even in Ireland, 
though the southern State is neutral and 
at peace, there are air raid shelters in 
every city and town of every size. Last 
night Mr. Simon Leonard, in his presi 
dential address to the inaugural meeting 
of the Architectural Association, devoted 
a large proportion of his speech to air raid 
shelters in the capital, and we are glad 
to notice that still another prominent 
architect advocates what this newspaper 
has been urging so strongly during the 
last twelve months: the building of more 
shelters underground. There is little lack 
of surface shelters. The Corporation’s 
builders have been working overtime during 
the last seven or eight weeks, and there is 
hardly any point within the central region 
of the city from which a shelter cannot be 
reached within a few minutes; but, except 
in very exceptional cases, there has been 
no effort to build underground. In view 
of Mr. Leonard’s remarks we would call 
attention once again to the experiences of 
London. ' 

At the beginning of the aerial Blitzkrieg 
people were content with the surface 
shelters, but, as the raids increased in 
length and ferocity, these places were 
found to possess unexpected disadvantages. 
They were safe enough except from a 
direct hit from a heavy bomb; but they 
were not insulated against noise, with the 
result that nobody could sleep in them. 
The result was that after a few days the 
citizens of London took the law into their 
own hands. They invaded the ‘‘tube”’ 
stations in defiance of all prohibitions. 
There they find safety—for the stations are 
far. below gruund—and freedom from 
noise, so that a night’s rest. becomes pos- 
sible. In these facts there is a lesson for 
Ireland. The country is at peace now; 
but nobody can tell the day or the hour 
when war, with all the horrors of aerial 
bombardment, may burst upon it. Have 
either the citizens, at large or the public 
authorities—including* the Government— 
taken due warning from the experience of 
London? In Dublin the need of the “deep 
shelter’’ is even more pressing because 
this city has no ‘‘tube’’ railways, like 
London and Berlin. It is true, of -course, 
that. construction of this kind is very ex: 
pensive and requires a considerable amount 
of time; but most of the cost would 
consist of wages. and thereby would relieve 
the unemployment fund. There are a 
dozen available sites in Dublin, and peace- 
time uses can be found for such shelters -f 
they: are constructed with care—for 
example, as we have mentioned already, 
they could be transformed into subter- 
ranean car-parks.. We would exhort the

but we must be prepared for the worst; 
and how much more sensible would. it bé 
to do the necessary work now before life is 
lost and mural impaired!

Looking Backward . 
Many writers nowadays are falling back 
on recollections and reminiscences of the 
piping days of peace. Excellent examples 
of the tendency may be seen-in the motor- 
ing journals. There is virtually no motor 
sport of international importance . to-day, 
so that the only thrills available, for those 
who get satisfaction from accounts of 
exciting race duels, are the second-hand 
thrills of the races of the past—and those 
are being re-hashed by the motor sport 
reporters. Several other sports:are. with- 
out important engagements to-day, and 
the interests of their followers are being 
kept alive by tales of former glories. 1t 
is not only in sport, however, that. the 
past is being revived. A great deal of the 
conversation of the present: time that is 
not occupied with the war concerns 
events that occurred in the days before 
September. 1939. Seaside-and continental 
holidays of peace-times aré being. recalled. 
The joyfulness of Paris in the spring, the 
delight of November and December 
warmth on the Riviera, the charm of 
summer days in the Norwegian fjords, the 
grandeur of Rome at any: time, tho 
romance of Spain, the sparkling health of 
the winter sports in. Switzerland—to-day 


are talked about more than -ever. before, 
because they are likely to be out of reach 
for a long time to come. Even in the 
family circle there has been an overdose 
of remembering—an overdose, that is, in 
the opinion of the younger members of the 
circle. “Yes,” they sometimes may 
exclaim, impatiently, “we know all about 
what you did when you were a child!” It 
is because of the war that there are, and 
have been, so much talking and writing 
about the past. There is so much about 
the war. and there is so little about any- 
thing else, in the newspapers that, if a 
conversation is to be maintained, the most 
of it must be based upon personal experi- 
ences, which necessarily are of the past, 
or about news that was read in the days 
when there was plenty of that commodity. 
Secondly, to read or talk about the past 
offers an escape from the present. It 
seems to be a natural thing, when there 
is a war on, to talk of the quieter excite- 
ments of better days, and there is a 
temptation to think that such must have 
been the case when previous wars were 
raging. (Yet, when there was peace, a 
| number of people found topics for far too 
much conversation in their experiences in

THE CASE OF GREECE 


——— 


“-In a leading article to-day 7’he Times re- 
marks:—The Italian attack on Greece, fol- 
lowing on Germany’s bloodless absorption of 
Rumania, brings a further substantial exten- 
sion of the theatre of war. It is instructive 
to recall that less than six months ago the 
Nazi Press was publicly accusing Great 
Britain and France of attempting to involve 
the Balkans in the war, and even declared, 
on the very eve of the Nazi invasion of 
Holland and Belgium, that reports of German 
preparations against this country were the 
cloak tor nefarious British designs in the 
Balkans. The responsibilities for the exten- 
sion of the war are as clear and undisputed 
now.as they were last Spring. The activities 
of Nazi diplomacy in Spain and France are 
all part of the same picture. It is the Axis 
which is desperately seeking, by any, and 
every means, to spread the war over the 
whole face ot: the European continent, and 
perhaps beyond. ., - 

It is encouraging to watch an opponent 
who has misécd his main objective striking 
out in other directions in the hope of retriev- 
ing nis failure by some skilful diversion or 
some ‘lucky blow. Whether we regard the 
Italian assault on Gree : as a diversion, 
inspired by Mussolini's ambition to match 
Nazi successes with some achievement 
calculated to bring glory to Italian 
arms, or as an integral part of 
Axis concentration directed simultaneously 
from all quarters against the British 
stronghold -in the Eastern Mediterranean, it is 
certamly a bid to attain, by devious ways, a 
victory that has hitherto eluded the more 
direct approach. So much encouragement 
Great Britain is fully entitled to draw from 
the recent activities of the Dictators. 

Most encouraging of all is the sturdy and 
unhesitating resistance of the Greeks to the 
Italian ultimatum and the news of their first 
successes in repelling the invader. Mussolini, 
when he launched his ultimatum, may, 
perhaps, ‘have hoped for the same inglorious 
and effortless victory which Hitler had 
enjoyed over Rumania. The consistent Axis 
nae ró of bullying those who are accounted 
the weakest possible in this direction, and 
the delay. which ‘occurred in announcing to 
the Italian public that Italy had added Greece 
to the number of her enemies, may have been 
due not only to reluctance to impart un- 
popular tidings, but also to unpreparedness 
for a denouement which had not been ex- 
pected.

"THE entry of Greece into the war may 
have an important: effect upon the 
progress of operations in several places, 
notably in the Mediterranean and in 
North Africa. It will not be long: before 
events begin to shape themselves in the 
Mediterranean, where there will be a 
tussle for possession of the Greek Islands, 
which form: such useful bases for small 
warships and aircraft, and it will soon 
become apparent whether the Italians 
have been able to secure a footing in the 


bases, without which the Italian 
Dodecanese Islands will be _ isolated. 
Already communication with them is 


difficult, and they will be cut off from 
further supplies should the British Navy 
be able to establish bases in the Greek 
Islands. With regard to North Africa, 
Italy may be compelled to mark time and 
to delay further operations until the 
eee on other fronts becomes clearer. 
Vhat .was a major position for Italy in 
North Africa now becomes of com- 
paratively minor importance. Not only 
may no further reinforcements be sent 
there. but it may be necessary for troops 
to be withdrawn if it is possible for them 
to run the gauntlet of the British Navy, 
an operation which will be a matter of 
some difficulty. : 


Transport of Foodstuffs 


The question of unnecessary transport 
of foodstuffs is to be raised in the House 
of Commons, and it will be suggested that 
the west country, instead of sending its 
vegetables, fruit. and fish to London, 
Manchester, and other distant places, 
should now concentrate on feeding Bristol, 
Plymouth, South Wales, and its own near 
home areas generally. The principle may 
be carried further, and there is no doubt 
that an investigation into the journeys 
made by foodstuffs would show that a good 
deal-of transportation could be avoided by 
a more systematic distribution of the 
commodities, so that they are consumed 
nearer their place of origin than at 
present. Many instances exist of produce 
being sent to places a long distance away. 
While similar produce is being consumed 
in the same !ocatity from distant places. 


Tube Railway Changes 


For some years past serious complaints 
have been made eoncerning the Waterloo 
and City Railway, one of the first of the 
tube railways in London, and certainly 
the most unattractive on account of the 
dinginess of the carriages. Instead of 
being the worst of the London tube rail- 
ways, it wil! this week be transformed 
into the best; for the whole of the rolling: 
stock, most of which dates from the opening

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and will be replaced by carriages of the 
most modern description. The new green 
and silver streamlined trains will enablo 
double the number of passengers to be 
carried. The seating capacity is rather 
less than in the old dull brown coaches 
but there is more room for standing 
passengers, «nd, since the journey is a 
short one, there will be no complaint on 
that account, as speedy transport is of 
more importance than comfort for such a 
short distance. The doors of the new 
Carriages are unusually large, so that the 
trains will be emptied without delay, and 
there will be no queue inside waiting to 
leave. Various other improvements hare 
been made, such asa new signalling 
system and the welding of the lines, so 
that the noise of the trains passing over 
the joints in the metals will be reduced. 


Provinces Help London 


_London is calling upon the help of pro- 
vincial centres, and much valuable assist- 
ance has been forthcoming. A few days 
ago a call was made by the Ministry of 
Transport for provincial towns to send 
their surplus 'buses to London to ease the 
situation created by the shortage of 
vehicles here, and in a short time two 
thousand modern ’buses had arrived in 
London and were operating upon the 
ordinary routes, so that vehicles from the 
North of England and from Scotland are 
se familiar sights in London now. To- 

av another example of provincial assist- 
ance has come to light, for some thousands 
of deck chairs from seaside resorts, which 
are now closed to visitors, have been sent 

here for use in air-raid shelters until a 
sufficient supply of sleeping bunks is avail- 
able. The deck chairs are well adapted 
for the purpose. since they afford a 
reasonable amount of comfort at night- 
time, and during the day they can be 
folded eway to provide more accommoda- 
tion for those seeking shelter. 
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Protective Hats for Civilians 


The necessity for providing steel 
helmets for those of London’s workers 
who are carrying on duties in the open air 
is being recognised, and within the next 
few days thirty thousand will be issued 
to the drivers and conductors of tha 
vehicles of the London Passenger Trans- 
IR Board. Civilians who desire soma 

orm of protection against shrapnel and 
splinters will not be able to obtain steel 
helmets for some time, but protective

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Isolated Donegal 


The interesting article on “' Isolated 
Donegal,” published in this newspaper 
last week, dealt with the effects of parti- 
tion on the transport of that county. 
After referring to the border barrier 
between Donegal and the networks of 
national transport, and to the county’s 
isolation also from internationai contacts 
owing to lack of ports, it was stswd in 
the article that Donegal’s only oper road 
to the outer world is a narrow co?fridor 
in the vicinity of Bundoran. 

I wonder does the writer of that article 
know that Mr. Gladstone, many years 
ago, described the absence of a line from 
Ballyshannon ‘to Sligo as “ the “missing 
link in the Irish railway system 7” 

Periodical efforts were made to arouse 
interest in the problem presented by that 
gap in the country’s transport system, 
even in the days when no oie inter- 
fered with Donegal’s access to the national 
road and rail networks and to the fine 
port of Derry. There is little doubt that 
the missing link would have been pro- 
vided but for two factors which compli- 
cated the engineering problem and 
enhanced the cost of such an undertaking. 


The Missing Link 

The first difficulty arose from the fact 
that the two railway systems requiring to 
be linked were of different gauges, narrow 
in Donegal and wide throughout the 
southern network, of which Sligo was the 
most proximate terminus. Sligo port and 
river estuary created the second difficulty, 
as the southern rail network lay to its 
south and a rail link with Donegal would 
involve a wide and costly bridge span. 

I am told that a proposal to provide the 
missing link received much consideration 
from our Southern Government during 
the first months of its existence and 
before partition became a fact. It 'a 
probable that more would have been heard 
of the scheme but for the outbreak of civil 
war in 1922. 

I am also told that the story of that 
last effort to relieve Donegal’s isolation by 
a rail connection with the southern 
counties can be best told by the present 
Chairman of the Donegal Board of 
Health, Mr. Edward Gallen, M.C.C., 
who was prominently identified with the 
project. ! 


Trish Dancing 


The statement attributed to a “‘distin- 
guished Irish writer’’ (writes a corre- 
spondent) that Irish figure dances were 
invented by Messrs. O’Brien and O’ Keeffe 
is too sweeping—if that is what he really 
said. In some parts of Kerry a few figure 
dances (invented by local dancing masters 
by fitting figures imitated from the 
quadrilles to simple reel steps) undoubtedly 
existed for a long time—perhaps, for a 
hundred years. But these were unknown 
in any other part of the Gaeltacht, and 
unknown even to Gaelic Leaguers until 
the London Gaelic League began to practise 
and develop them. 

It is certain that most. Gaels of that 
time made their first acquaintance with 
eight-hand and sixteen-hand reels and jigs

from the “ Handbook of Irish Dancing,” 
published nearly forty years ago. Some of 
the dances mentioned in this book look 
suspiciously like new inventions; for they 
contain figures borrowed from “the 
Lancers.’’ 

The introduction of “figure dances’’ 
met with a storm of opposition from Gaelic 
League stalwarts of those days. They were 
denounced as “ foreign innovations,’’ the 
only genuine Irish dances being step 
dances. 

At the Oireachtas of 1906 the judges 
of the dancing competitions created quite 
a scene by their denunciations of the 
“ figure dancing.” One clergyman even 
declared them. to be immodest and de- 
moralising. 

Thus we see how the heterodoxy of one 
generation becomes the orthodoxy. of the 
next.

Mr. Joseph Kennedy, U.S. Ambassador to 
Britain, announced his support fdr President 
Roosevelt in a nation-wide broadcast to-night. 

“On Sunday I returned from war-torn 
Europe renewed in the conviction that this 
country musi and will stay out of war,” he 
said. 

Mr. Kennedy denied that Mr. Roosevelt was 
trying to involve the U.S. in war, and said 
that if the country entered the war it would 
be harmful to Britam, because the country 
would take war materials destined for Britain. 
He added: ‘* From either the British or the 
American angle, declaring war would be 
foolish.” 

Mr. Kennedy said that the realisation that 
oceans alone are not adequate barriers against 
the revolutionary forces which threaten the 
whole of civilisation has-not come too late. 

“We are re-arming. If. we re-arm fast 
enough America will stay out of the war,” 
he added. ‘‘ During my first year in England 
I felt strongly that if rev ne ot into war 
in the long run it would be unfortunate for 
the interest of our people, and I always hoped 
for lasting peace.’’

This is the heaviest British ‘loss sustained 
in any one week during the war, apart from 
the losses for the week ended June 25, when 
the total was 209,984 tons, but these in- 
cluded the loss of ships during the -vacua- 
tion from Dunkirk. : 

The average loss for the previous £8 weeks 
has been 57,000 tons.

Was the Prime Minister so 
loyal to Britain that he would make sacrifices 
for his loyalty? If he was, then the hour 
was at hand when he could take a step which 
would be worth more than a million men to 
Britain, a step which would be a“ blow 
to the enemy, a step which would be a 
a tonic to their friends across the Atlantic. 
A political border divided Ireland into two 
hostile camps, and, to make matters worse, 
in the North a minority of nearly half a 
million people were treated by the Unionist 
junta like political untouchables. As long as 
it was allowed to exist, and as long as the 
Prime Minister and his colleagues continued 
to fan the flames of prejudice in the Six 
Counties it would be a source of great danger 
to Ireland, Britain, and the whole cause of 
democracy. Since the war began the Prime 
Minister and his friends had spent their time 
sneering at Eire’s neutrality. There was too 
much talk about Eire. Southern Ireland 
stood ready to defend itself, and by next 
ae she would have over 100,000 men of 
all creeds and classes united, along with her 
standing Army, to defend Ireland’s shores. 
But in Northern Ireland they had an Army 
of Welshmen, Scotsmen and Englishmen. 
There was no defence force in Northern Ire- 
land representative of all classes, because the 
Prime Minister killed any possibility of that 
by forming a political and partisan force 
which Britain was beginning to fear might be 
used at ome future date to prevent the 
peaceful solution of the Irish problem, which 
she earnestly desired. Tae real danger of 
Britain lay, not in Southern neutrality, but 
rather in the disunity and hostility within the 
four shores of Ireland. 


BRITISH ATTITUDE 


If Ulster disappeared to-morrow Britain 
would heave a sigh of relief. The members 
of the front bench knew in their hearts that 
Ulster as a separate unit was finished. They 


| knew it was no longer part of British policy 


to maintain it. Ulster had made no contribu- 
tion to this war worth speaking about. It 
was not the hive of industry, producing 
"planes, guns and munitions for Britain, which 
the Prime Minister fondly imagined it would 
be. On the contrary, 70,000 of its citizens 
were walking the streets without hope, and 
great mills were closing down day by day. 
Northern Ireland was wed of the United 
Kingdom, and never had been, except in 
name. Even in the matter of conscription, 
the whole of Ireland was treated as one 
unit. 

“- Remember this,” Mr. Beattie proceeded, 
““the United States of America goes to the 
polls next month, and pretty soon we may 
find this great nation ioining Britain in the 
fight for democracy; such a step as that 
may change the ‘entire situation in this 
country. We are the next parish to America, 
and occupy a very important position in 
American naval strategy. 


U.S. AND IRELAND 


“ Already I am informed that it is being 
whispered in very influential juarters in 
London that an Ireland under the protection 
of the big brother on the other side of the 
Atlantic is the obvious solution to our diffi- 
culties here.” It was being seriously pro- 
posed that the British Empire should join 
with the United States in a great union of 
English-speaking peoples. Was it unnatural 
that Ireland, which had made such a con- 
tribution to America, should find itself under 
the wing of the American eagle? 

Faced with being another Norway, 
Belgium or Holland, were they going to con- 
tinue shouting “No surrender” across the 
border at their fellow-Irishmen? 

The offer which Lord Craigavon had 
recently made to Mr. de Valera was an 
insult, rendered all the more intolerable by

A British Air Ministry and Ministry of 
Home Security communiqué, covering reports 
up to 5.30 p.m, stated :— 

‘The enemy has attempted a series of four 
attacks on T.ondon to-day. The aircraft in- 
volved were fighters or fighter bombers. 

‘A Jarge number of our fighter squadrons 
engaged the enemy, and few of the latter 
succeeded in penetrating to the London area. 

‘“ Only a small number of bombs has been 
the outskirts of the 
capital—and little damage and few casualties 
are reported. 

‘At the same time an unsuccessful attack 
was made in the Portsmouth area. The 
attack was broken up, and no reports of 
bombs have been received. 

‘‘Information so far available shows that 
eleven enemy aircraft have been shot down. 

‘‘'Two of our fighters are missing, but the 
pilot of one is safe. 

‘It is now known that a second enemy 
bomber was destroyed during the night.’’ 

A British Air Ministry and Ministry of 
Home Security communiqué, issued later to- 
night, stated :— . 

‘Late this afternoon enemy aircraft, flying 
at a considerable height, made a _ secon 
attack on the Portsmouth area, and dropped 
a number of bombs, damaging several houses 
and shops. 

‘‘(asualties were caused, including a small 
number of persons killed. 

‘‘Reports received up to 3 p.m. show that 
22 enemy aircraft were shot down during 
to-day s engagements. c 

““Seven of our aircraft are missing, but 
four of the pilots are known to be safe.” 


AIR FIGHTS OVER KENT 
Press ASSOCIATION. 
LONDON, Tuesday. 

A few bombs were dropped in the London 
area to-day, when the capital had four 
** alerts.”’ 

Each of the German attacks was made by 
fighters, or fighter-bombers, but few got past 
the large British fighter force sent up to in- 
tercept them. 

An attack on the Portsmouth area was 
repelled before the Germans were able to 
drop any bombs. 

Nine Dornier bombers, escorted by 60 
yellow-nosed Messerschmitt fighters, in tiers 
above and behind them, crossed the Kent 
coast during the afternoon—the first day 


. attack by heavy bombers in this area for some 


weeks. They met a storm of anti-aircraft 
fire, which turned them off their course, while 
Royal Air Force fighters could be seen-chas- 
ing the Messerschmitts back over the sea. 


NIGHT RAIDS 


The early stages of to-night’s London raid 
were g- lively. Flashes of gunfire came 
from all quarters as ’planes, flying very high, 
streaked in across the capital and out again. 

A large number of shale burst around one 
*plane, which flew across at a great speed. 
This machine sounded more like a fighter- 
bomber than the heavy type. 

Raiders occasionally were caught in search- 
light beams. ‘They dropped flares at several 
points. 

The sound of gunfire became louder as 
’planes at intervals attempted to run the 
gauntlet of the fierce anti-aircraft barrage, 
and it seemed to the observer on the ground 
that, although the raiders came in from 
different . directions, they turned from their

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CITV WATER FOR 
NORTH DUBLIN 


NEW £100.000 SCHEME 


‘A- scheme to supply water from the city’s 
mains to North County Dublin, involving an 
expenditure of over £100,000, was approved 
by the County Dublin Board of Health yester- 

ay. 

The scheme was outlined to a meeting of 
the Board by Mr. Nicholas O’Dwyer, B.E., 
Consulting Engineer, who said that it was 
proposed to run an 18-inch pipe from Dublin 
as far as Poppintree; a 15-inch pipe from 
Poppintree to Turvey Bridge, and a 12-inch 
main from Turvey Bridge to Lusk. This 
would supply Rush, Lusk, Balbriggan, 
Skerries, and virtually every village and town 
in North County Dublin. It would make the 
Poulaphouca water available for all the 
villages in North County Dublin. He recom- 
mended that the Rush and Lusk section be 
undertaken at once, and, pending completion 
of the remainder of the scheme, Lusk wold 
be supplied from the Rush tank. The cost 
of this work would be £5,800.

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Big British Raid 
. On Germany 


NEW WARSHIPS 
ATTACKED -

N AVAL dockyards and air supply 


centres in Germany were again 
the main objectives of Monday 
night’s raid by aircraft of the 
Bomber Command, states the British 
Air Ministry News Service. 
Warships under construction at 
Hamburg, Bremen and Kiel were 
heavily attacked, and _ extensive 
damage was caused by high explosive 
bombs and by fires subsequently 
started by: incendiary bombs. At 
Bremen thé yards of the Deutscher- 
schiff and Maschinenbau Company 
were the main objectives. Ware. 
houses and dockside factories were 
also struck and set alight. 


NAVAL BASE ATTACKED 


Great fires, visible from forty miles away, 
were left burning in the Bloem and Voss 
shipyards at Hamburg and at Kiel, where 
repeated hits were scored on and around the 
Deutsche Werke yards. 

The heavily defended naval base at Wil- 
helmshaven was attacked by relays of pre 
bombers for nearly an hour. Salvoes of hi 
explosive bombs were seen to burst on the 
docksides and on barracks to the south of 
the Bauhafen. Fires started early in the 
attack were still burning strongly when later 
sorties arrived over the target. 

The naval port of Emden was also attacked, 
and containers of incendiary bombs were 
seen to drop across buildings in the petrol 
storage area to the west of the Alte Binnen- 
hafen. 


REFINERY ABLAZE 


A mineral oil refinery at Hamburg, exten- 
sively damaged in Sunday night’s raid, was 
the objective of a second striking force, 
which attacked Hamburg in the early even- 
ing, shortly before the raid on the shipyards 
began. Visibility was good, and, er 
out of the cloudless sky, the raiders straddle 
the refinery with high explosive bombs. The 
pilot of one aircraft, making a second run 
over the target, reported that his bombs 
started a long row of fierce fires in the 
refinery area. 

Oil supply centres at Hamburg and Cologne 
were also attacked, and at both places fires 
were started. The raid on the Cologne 
refinery began at 7.45 p.m., and after half 
an hour of repeated attacks a red glow, 
which could be seen even from above the 
cloud layer, gave evidence of the extent of 
the fire which had been raging below. 

Other aircraft, prevented by weather con- 
ditions from locating primary objectives, 
found and attacked alternative targets, which 
included the docks at Cuxhaven, an indus- 
trial plant near Homburg, and a canal con- 
centration of fifty to sixty barges.

Y a system of election inherited from an 
B Act passed nearly a century ago, Dun 
EEA “oc Borough Council threatened 

to extinguish its voting power as a body last 
night, in a íruitless attempt to choose a Chair- 


man. 
Under Section 2 of the Municipal Corpora- 
tions Act, of 1842 election to a position such 
as that of chairman must be by the majority 
of the totes @{ those members who are present 


and the same section also prohibits any mem- 


ber from voting or taking part in the dis- 
cussion of any matter in which he has, 
directly or indirectly, any pecuniary in- 
terest. i 

This creates a position where a defeated 
candidate for such a post, which invariably 
carries a pecuniary interest—in the case of 
Dun Laoghaire it is £400 a year—must there- 
after during the election proceedings take the 
part of spectator, and can exercise no in- 
fluence directly on the issue. By remaining 
in the meeting room, however—and there is 
no obligation on him to retire—he can in- 
fluence the issue indirectly by raising the re- 
EE majority of a successful candidate 
through his presence. : 

Down through the years this inheritance 
has given rise not, merely to difhculties in 
municipal elections, but also to some notable 
legal actions. Provision for ending such 
situations as that created at Dun Laoghaire 
last night is included in the Local Govern. 
ment Bill, 1940, which is set aside as a con- 
tentious matter for the duration of the war. 


LAST NIGHT’S BALLOTS 


When the Council set its hands to the task 
originally, on October lst, two c&ntidates— 
Messrs. J. P. MacCabe, the outgoing Ohair- 
man, and B. McGarry—were equally strongly 
supported, and when it had exhausted its 
effort last night it had reached the position 
where, of the fifteen member of the Council, 
ten were left with voting power and twelve 
were present; six of those who were able to 
exercise a franchise voting for Mr. MacCabe, 
while* four voted for Mr. McGarry. 

At the beginning of the meeting these 
candidates had received six votes each, one 
other- member and the candidates abstaining 
from voting. At the end of a twenty-minute 
retirement the Council again faced up to 
the two candidates, and a third ballot found 
them still locked together, and still full of 
be in the sense that there was no guestion 
of retirement.. Another fifteen minute 
adjournment preceded a series of ballots, in 
which three ‘other members—Mrs. Butler, 
Messrs. E. Gibbons and M. Dockrell—were 
eliminated from the election as voting 
members. : 

Then there was another adjournment, and 
the councillors resumed what was described 
by Mr. P. Belton, T.D., acting chairman, as 
the process of ‘‘ scuttling themselves.” Pleas 
for the exercise of. a. ‘‘ Christian spirit” 
coincided with the renewal of the nomination 
of the original candidates, and, while some 
of the former candidates 
of important spectators, an 
also important absentees, the dozen members 
present maintained the impasse to the finish. 


ADJOURNED AGAIN 


It was then decided to have a fortnight’s 
breathing space, with the ES provision 
that those members who had already been 
candidatés would continue to be either 
spectators or absentees, and to transfer the 
other business to the ' ordinary ” meeting 
on Tuesday next.

D.U. METAPHYSICAL 
SOCIETY PAPER 


PROBLEM OF CRITICAL 
PHILOSOPHY 


—— -&- — 


Mr. Justice Meredith, in a paper on ‘‘ The 
Problem of Critical Philosophy,” which he 
read at the opening meeting of the Dublin 
University Metaphysical Society, in Trinity 
College, Dublin, last night, said that the 
characteristic question of critical philosophy 
was the famous question of Pilate: ‘‘ What 
is truth?” It did not merely ask ‘‘ What do 
I know?” but “How do I know that I 
know?” ; 

The distinction between something given 
to the mind, and then worked upon by the 
mind, and the workings oí the mind itself 
was first clearly formulated by Locke, whose 
inquiry led to the systems of fhusa, Kant and 
Hegel. According to Locke all our ideas 
came from sensation and reflection. The 
ideas of reflection revealed the nature of the 
operations of the mind. Kant’s advance con- 
sisted primarily in the fact that he invented 
a test of fundamentality—namely, univer- 
sality and necessity—and attempted a 
systematic deduction of his categories or 
original operations of the mind. . 


KANT’S POSITION 


Kant’s position was that a conception was 
original if it could not be derived from 
experience, and it could not be derived from 
an oe which was dependent upon it, 
But this originality or fundamentality might 
os agp only upon convention. Kant proved 
only a relative originality, which might 
depend only upon convention. His supreme 
principle of all synthetical judgments was: 
‘Every object must conform to the neces- 
sary conditions. of the synthetical unity of 
the manifold of intuition in a possible ex- 
perience,’’ That was just as if a gastronomist 
were to lay down the principle that all food 
to be digestible must conform to the neces- 
sary conditions of the manifold of catables 
in a possible stomach, 

The discovery that what we desired to re- 
present had characteristics that facilitated 
our subjective mode of representation must 
-lead to a rapprochement between science and 
critical philoséphy. |

DIFFICULT TERRAIN 


A@O FIGHT OVER . 
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AND SHIPPING 
USEFUL 
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By Our MILITARx CoRRESPONDENT, 


INCE Italy invaded Albania,‘ ón Good 
Friday last year, a further invasion of 
Greece was on the cards. It was even 

probable that Italy could enlist Albanian 
support for such a move—in the hope of re- 
covering the pashalik of Janina, the old 
patrimony of Ali Pasha, one of the great men 
of Albania. Janina is 65 miles due south of 
Koritza—of which much mention has been 
made—and it is only 30 miles from the 
frontier. It is — to bé one of the first 
places to be occupied by the Italians. . 
Janina, indeed, is more than a memory for 
the Albanians; it is for the Italians a point 
of prime strategic importance for operations 
in Epirus. The road coming south from 
Koritza continues due south to the Gulf of 
Arta (Prevesa, Ambrakia), 42 miles away. 
En route this road forks, reaching both the 
head and the entrance to the gulf. Another 


i. ” An a ia , 
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road in from Albania is that from Valona by 


Argyrocastro; while yet a third comes in 
from the west from; Santi Quaranti 
(Butrinte), on the Corfu Channel. A very 
vital road is that running north-east to 
Metsovon. Thence two roads cross the main 
North-South. Pindus range—one going north- 
wards towards the Yugo-Slav border, and the 
other south-east over the Zygos Pass into 
Thessaly. This is all a very mountainous 
terrain—so that roads are important, because 
few. The Pindus reach 8,448 feet (Mount 
Samarina, 20 miles north of Metsovon. Even 
the Zygos Pass is 5,090 feet high. 

So mrtch for the theatre of an advance into 
Epirus. But the Italians will certainly as 
well strike eastward into Macedonia en route 
for Salonika. Koritza would here be the 
starting-point—120 miles due west from the 
big AXgean seaport. The main route east- 
ward runs via Florina-Ostrovo- Vodena-Janitsa, 
just below the Yugoslav frontier; but there 
is another further south, by Kastoria-Kailar- 
Djuma-Veria. Yet a third road runs from 
Valona, up the valley of the Voyussa to 
Tepeleni and Konitsa (not Koritza). This 
one crosses the Pindus chain by the Furka 
Pass (5,140 ft.) and goes by Lapsista-Siatista- 
Koziani and Serfidje to Katerina, on the 
coast some 30 miles or so south-west of 
Salonika. 


ITALIAN STRENGTH 


Actording to reports, the Italian strength 
in Albania amounted to 10 or 11 divisions— 
including one armoured and one Alpine. This 
is very likely true about the armoured 
division, but it would be very surprising if 
there is not more than one Alpine division 
on the spot. Where are the others? They 
are scarcely needed in France any : more, 
while Yugo-Slavia is not likely to try con- 
clusions with Italy at the moment. Moun- 
tain troops are fully twice as useful as 
others in such terrain: it is not merely a 
question of natural aptitude, but one also of 
specialised equipment and training... For 
the Greeks the clear policy is to make the 
most of the difficult terrain to gain time— 
but without jeopardisiny really serious effec- 
tives—to destroy communications and to 
organise the main resistance. well in the rear. 

it is. of course; very difficult to expect a 
shall country lik: Greece to make head 
against a great military Power for any con- 
siderable length of time. The best Greece 
could hope for would be to put up ao stout 
an initial resistance as to induce others to 
come to her aid. Nearly four years ago 
Greece made one of those barter bargains 
with Germany that Schacht was so fond of. 
In January, 1937, Germany extended a credit 
of 74 millions to Greece for the purchase of 
war material in Germany. Repayment was 
to be mainly by the export of tobacco, and 
the deal was expected to speed a | materially 
the overhaul of Greek defence. The present 
situation may not have been foreseen at the 
time. 


HELP TO BRITAIN 


The Greek fleet and its harbours afford a 
distinct help to Britain at the moment. This 
is all the more so because most of the ships 
mount British guns and torpedoes. The 
One armoured cruiser, 
Ayeroff (9,450 tons, four 9.2in. and eight 
7.5in. guns, 224 knots); one mine-layer, 
Helle (2,115 tons, three 6in. guns and 110 
mines, 21 knots);/two 1,350-ton destroyers 
(36 knots), four older, but faster, Italian- 
built destroyers of the same tonnige; four 
1,073 (34 knots) older, but modernised, de- 
stroyérs; six medium submarines of modern 
There are also 13 older, but 
useful, torpedo-boats and mine-layers, etc. 
There was new construction projected, but 
it is not certain how far the ships have pro- 
gressed. Even as shown above, however, the 
little fleet is manifestly a very welcome 
addition, especially the ten destroyers. And. 
naturally, the two million tons of Gree 
merchant shipping will offset very many 
months of dikien at, normal rates. 

As to British intentions for aiding Greece, 
official statements give us a certain amount 
of information. Thus, we are told that there 
has not been a fleet action—also that no 
British troops had heen landed in 
Kephalonia or Crete. 
islands already contained adequate Greek 
garrisons. It will be observed that no state- 
ment was made about British ships not being 
off the islands—a much more probable 
eventuality. There will certainly be no 
uestion of making the Italians a present of 
them. ; 

Reports have indicated the general line of 
the Greek covering position. It seems to 
coincide roughly with the main Pindus barrier 
—by Florina and Kastoria, as far as the 
Zygos Pass. Thence it trends south-westerly 
by Janina to reach the sea at Parga, on the 
southern entrance to the Corfu-Channel. As 
a covering position, this is certainly excellent. 
In rear of the northern sector of this line— 
covering Salonika, therefore—is a second line 
some 30 miles back. This extends from 
Vodena (Edessa) to Koziani, near the 
shoulder of the mighty Mount Olympus (9,795 


feet). Presumably, in the Epirus sector the 
second position would be in rear of the Arta 
Gulf. It would, however, be a mistake to 


expect too much from the Greeks in the way 
of resistance on these positions. All they 
can reasonably hope is to gain a certain 
amount of time, until the Balkan winter gives 
them a chance to organise regular defence 
further in rear. In this the terrain generally 
favours them.

There is no ‘‘real’’ grievance 
here. 

I am in agreement with the Roman 
Catholic policy of non-transference of schools. 
As Mr. Healy knows quite well, there are 
Church of Ireland Schools not transferred. 
But we were prepared to pay for the privilege 
of having endirel over our own schools with- 
out complaining about it.—Yours, etc., 
KERrr.

Sin,—The attention of my Executive Com- 
mittee has been drawn to recent statements 
in the Press concerning the publication of 
Gaelic books by An Gum, and stating that 
such books were now pouring out with great 
rapidity..- The reason why An Gum books 
are now pouring out with such rapidity is 
due to the fact that the placing in hand of 
new Gum books practically has ceased. 

The sparcity of new work coming forward 
means that staffs and machines are now 
engaged solely on finishing off the books that 
have been for some time in process of oom- 
pletion. 

The Dublin Typographical Provident 
Society have ascertained that several firms 
which produced dozens of these books per 
annum in former years have not now, and 
have not had for months, any, or very few, 
new books for setting. 

In the early days of An Gum publications 
there inevitalty was a certain amount of 
delay in production, hut this. gradually 
rectified itself. It was mainly due to the 
fact .that Irish-speaking tradesmen were in 
the ordinary course spread out over nearly 
all the printing houses, and many of the 
younger men, who had a good knowledge of 
Trish, had had very little chance of working 
on the language during the course of their 
rae 

he coming of An Gum books in the course 
of time drew together into the book-producing 
(as distinct from the jobbing) houses s 
proportion of our members who had a g 
working knowledge of Gaelic, and also gave 
the younger members who knew [Irish fairly 
well the opportunity they had previously 
lacked. 

The almost total cessation of An Gum work 
has meant, in the last few months, the break. 
ing up of thesy groups of specialised Gaelic 
workers that had been gathered together in 
the various printing houses. 

In this connection, an unfortunate aspect of 
the matter is that many of ovfr Gaelic men 
are now idle, and an even more serious aspect 
of the matter is that some of our younger 
members who went over to Gaelic work in 
recent years now find themselves unemployed ; 
whereas, if they had remained at work on 
English~they would probably -still be in 
employment. It is the firm conviction of the 
Dublin Typographical Provident Society that 
a bad blow has been struck against the Irish 
language by allowing such happenings to take 
Ea in the Gaelic-speaking staffs of printing 

ouses, They wish to point out, too, that, as 
only small numbers of copies of each indi- 
vidual book are printed, the cost of materials 
is only a trifling part of the expenditure, 
and that, consequently, nearly all of the costs 
are the labour charges. The total amount 
involved in building up Gaelic type settin 
and book production was a trivial amoun 
per annum in Government expenditure, and 
infinitesimal when compared to the huge 
amounts spent in other useful Government 
activities. 

My Executive Committee, therefore, would 
urgently appeal to the Government to revert 
to its | gp ie ng policy concerning the publica- 
tion of Irish books by An Gum, and thus 
help. us to put back into employment some of 
the 200 members (representing 20% of the 
membership) of this Society, who are, as far 
as we can See, doomed to permanent 
unemployment. 

In conclusion, my Executive Committee 
expresses the hope that we may have the co- 
operation and help of your valuable and 
influential. journal in this matter.—Yours,

SUGGESTIONS 


GOVERNMENT

Ta heard and saw on every side the 


ruthlessness with which this war was 
being waged. Many unfortunate people 
had been killed, and others had been left 
homeless. Magnificent buildings, the glory 
of the past; fine modern buildings and works 
of all kinds had disappeared into dust, leav- 
ing but vague memories of their glory behind, 
said Mr. Simon Leonard, B.Sc., President of 
the Architectural Association of Ireland, last 
night, when giving his inaugural address at 
8 Merrion square, Dublin. 

They had seen in the city, he said, some of 
the buildings erected for air-raid shelters. 
They wére a warning. He did not know how 
long they might have to remain on the 
streets, but trusted that steps would be taken 
to mellow their appearance by transforming 
their roofs into rock gardens, or covering the 
walls with evergreen creepers. 


UNDERGROUND SHELTERS 


He had seen notices in public squares point- 
ing to underground shelters, and was sure 
that if the cost had not been too great the 
city authorities would have built them so 
that they could .be used afterwards for car 
parks. There was a need for these parks, 
and the cost would be defrayed by the tolls. 
He suggested that proper underground 
ducts should be built beneath all roads to 
house the essential services. At present 
water mains, sewers, electric light cables, 
gas pipes, drains, and all such services were 
run anywhere under the roads. He saw no 
reason why the rubbish of the city should 
not be collected in such ducts by means of a 
vacuum plant, as he believed was done in 
parts of America. Architects should impress 
on the public that it was wiser finance to 
erect buildings now while costs were com- 
paratively low than to wait in the hope that 
they would become lower. 


GOVERMENT FORESIGHT 


Mr. Leonard commended the foresight and 
enterprise of the Government in encouraging 
the establishment of cement, steel, brick, and 
tile works throughout the country, as, with- 
out these, the building industry before now 
would have been closed down. Architects 
had not given in the or sufficient attention 
to the proper use of building materials that 
Jay within their reach) We had not yet 
developed our native resources to the fullest 
extent. 

The Government could greatly assist in 
keeping our fine masons, ricklayers, 
gon so. and craftsmen of all kinds goin 
y releasing funds fer building works, suc 
as schools and hospitals. The city authorities 
were greatly to be complimented on the 
courageous way they were proceeding with 
the construction of housing and flat schemes. 
Mr. Leonard, in commenting on styles and 
designs of buildings, deplored the straining 
too much for effect, and said that one instance 
had been the tendency to over-develop the 
use of glass in the facades of buildings, the 
weakness of which had become more ap- 
parent on the outbreak of war, when the 
protection of these buildings and the people 
within them, had arisen in such a startling 
manner. ’ 


THE CITY’S TREES 


How often did they find men with saws 
and other instruments of destruction trim- 
ming and lopping off branches of trees that 
lined our footpaths, all for the lack of fore- 
sight in the selection of the proper kind of 
trees.
